AURDAL'S HISTORY 


(Part of Rev. Harald Void's sermon on 
merger of Aurdal and Christ the King.) 

As we begin to look into the history of the church we 
find it extremely interesting that all of us together as a 
people of God in the Lutheran tradition, began as one con¬ 
gregation in Ellendale, then went our separate ways, and 
now we are together again in one congregation at Christ the 
King church. You will see how this came to pass as we go 
through the history. 


Going back to the year 1883, the town of Ellendale was 
less than a year old, situated in Dakota Territory with no 
state line dividing north and south. When the division was 
made the church was in Dickey County, North Dakota. 


The first service was held on November 4 when a pastor 
from Aberdeen came to conduct worship. On December 21, 1883, 
a meeting was held in the schoolhpuse at Ellendale for the 
purpose of organizing a Norwegian Lutheran congregation. 

The name "Aurdal" was chosen by Syvert E. Strand after the 
name of the church in Norway to which he belonged. Before 
a building was erected, the congregation met for service in 
various homes around the countryside. Here it was that 
Henry J. Strand was one of the first children baptized, at 
a home five miles south and seven miles west of Ellendale. 

In 1885 the Aurdal congregation of Ellendale divided in 
order to better serve the people, forming Immanual church 
in Ellendale and Aurdal church near Forbes. Immanuel 
church served the Norwegian people of Ellendale until 1928 
when it was discontinued. Aurdal church near Forbes dates 
from 1885 when the first service was held on August 16 with 
the following charter members:

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In 1886, three acres of land was donated upon which the 
present church is located, nine miles west of 281 on the state 
line. In the year 1887, the congregation was again divided 
when the members living southwest in McPherson County formed 
Rouland congregation. We should remember that transportation 
was something to be reckoned with, for one could not travel 
long distances either walking or by horse and buggy. After 
two years, Rouland congregation was discontinued and I assume 
that the members were back with Aurdal church. Services were 
conducted in the norwegian language until 1922, then half 
the services were in English, and gradually the English lan¬ 
guage was used. 

Aurdal congregation has always been a part’of a multiple- 
point parish. From 1885 to 1890 it was served from Ellendale. 
For seven years from 1890-1897, the congregation belonged to 
the Aberdeen call. Again from 1897-1920 Aurdal was served 
from Ellendale. After a two year vacancy, the congregation 
became a part of the Frederick parish from 1 922 until 1963. 

The pastors served many congregations, including at one 
time or another, besides Aurdal: Aurland, Frederick, Rouland, 
Ellendale, Oakes, LaMoure, Berlin, Houghter. and Aberdeen. 

For the sake of the younger generation, it might be well to 
mention some of the hardships and sacrifices of the early 
pioneers. The first pastor of Aurdal, Rev. E. T. Rogne, 
lived in Ellendale and served the entire territory surround¬ 
ing Ellendale within a 50 mile radius. At that time the call 
included seven congregations and several preaching places. 
Because of lack of funds, Rev. Rogne rented an unheated 
rooni and many times wrote his sermons while wearing gloves, 
overcoat and overshoes. There were times when he walked to 
his various congregations often as far as thirty-five miles 
to north of Oakes. 

The church building used by Aurdal these many years was 
built in 1886. It took sacrifice to put up a building of 
that kind when the people did not have fine homes of their 
own, but they wanted to erect a house of God worthy of Him 
and His honor. There were times of hardship and hesitation, 
but their faith carried them through. Due to lack of funds, 
the church building exterior came up first, but was not 
completed inside until later. In 1907 the Ladies Aid pur¬ 
chased the altar and the altar painting. The church was 
redecorated in 1945 and wired for electricity in 1954 . A 
narthex addition and heating plant was added in 1955-56. 

The organ was bought in 1905 and the organists were:

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And so the Aurdal church stands as a tribute to the faith of 
the many people it has served over the past 100 years. 

God has carried on His work through Aurdal congregation 
when we see by the records that 351 people were baptized and 
223 were confirmed over its long years of history. Some of 
these baptisms were of fourth generation children of the 
charter members. Thus a mighty spiritual impact was made by 
Aurdal church as 351 people were brought into the Kingdom 
of God by holy baptism. 223 young people were instructed in 
the Christian faith--two going into full time ministry. 

These were Rev. Donald Berheim and Dr. David Flakoll. To 
say nothing of the hundreds who received courage and strength 
through the ministration of the church in other areas. There 
was Sunday school instruction, bible classes and informal 
discussions and a number of weddings were held over the years. 
Countless members received at the communion rail forgiveness 
and strength to live the Christian life. The word of God 
was preached by the servants of God, all different, but which 
nourished the faith of the people. The sick and shut-ins 
were visited by the pastors in time of need. And many a 
fare-well tear was shed as the church gave a Christian 
burial to its departed members, whose mortal remains lie in 
the Aurdal cemetary. There were times of joy as well as 
sadness, of holy mirth and the laughter of children, singing 
was dear to the hearts of the Aurdal people, and they once 
had a choir of some thirty voices. Because they changing 
times took the people out of the community, we should not 
forget that Aurdal church served a large constituency at 
one time, and we should rejoice over the work God permitted 
Aurdal congregation to do over the 100 years. 

So uod has His ways, which we don’t always see or agree 
with. In this changing world, the pattern of church- work 
changes, too. Steeples may rise and fall but the church 
goes on, for this is God at work. We are so thankful that 
God does not change and that eternal life through faith in 
Christ is available to us today, just as it was to our 
pioneer fathers. It is highly significant that God has so 
woven the strands of history that Aurdal church and Christ 
the King has merged. In a sense, the earliest beginnings of 
both these congregations were in Ellendale and now after 
many a year, we are back together again. This should be 
quite a bond for making a stronger congregation today, that 
God's work may be carried out better.

HISTORY OF THE AURDAL LADIES AID (1885 - 1963) 


Nearly 100 years ago in 1885 a group of pioneer women 
and their Pastor, Rev. E. T. Rogne, were determined to form 
an organization in which the women could aid in the church 
work. There were many obstacles in their paths but by their 
sincerity and faithfulness the Aurdal Lutheran Ladies Aid 
became a well established organization. 

The conditions at the time were typical of the early 
pioneer days in most communities. There were no automobiles 
to go to the Aid in those days. The ladies came in stone 
boats drawn by oxen and the more fortunate ones had horses 
to drive or came on horseback. The men were struggling hard 
to make a living for themselves and families and looked with 
a great deal of disfavor on the gathering of the women. But 
they soon learned that the women were sincere in their desire 
to aid the men in building a church and to help in mission 
work . 


The first members to join in this early time numbered 
fifteen: Mrs. Martin Jacobson, who was elected the first 

president; Mrs. Andrew Ofstedal, Mrs. Oskar Barkheim, Mrs. 

S. E. (Helen) Strand, Mrs. Ole Stai, Mrs. Pedar Pederson, 

Mrs. Christ Johnson, Mrs. Ole Wilson, Mrs. Allie Dolvan, 

Miss Caroline Jacobson, Mrs. Ole Sukke, Mrs. Ivor Sukke, 

Mrs. Ole Anderson, Mrs. Gunhild Strand, and Mrs. Ole Dolvan. 
Members who joined soon after were Mrs. Severt (Maria) Strand, 
Mrs. E. E. Strand, Mrs. Tom Jacobson, Mrs. John Kabrud, Mrs. 
Nels Walund, Mrs. Adolph Kabrud, Mrs. J. C. Anderson and 
Mrs. Clarence Fulton. 

It is interesting to note here some of the work which 
the early members accomplished. They made overalls and 
shirts for the men, made aprons and dresses and knitted 
stockings and mittens. They usually sold the articles as 
the people of the community needed them and in the fall an 
auction sale was held. Their monthly meetings were held in 
the homes and they said there was no charge for coffee in 
the early days. 

The results of the work became apparent from the 
beginning. The great desire in the community was to have 
a church of their own and to this cause the first funds were 
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applied. Even though the sum was not great it gave them a 
feeling of satisfaction to know they were helping. After 
the church was built it became the work of the Aid to help 
in its furnishings. 

On July 11, 1907 the Aurdai Aid decided to purchase an 
altar and altar painting. The committee appointed was Mrs. 

0. Sanderson, Mrs. Tom Jacobson, and Mrs. Adolph Kabrud. 

On August 22, 1907 they gave their final decision on their 
choice. They purchased the frame and painting which is 
still in the church today. The altar frame cost $75-00 and 
the painting $56.75. About this time carpeting was also 
purchased for the dais. On April 11, 1908 a Communion Set 
was purchased by the Aid for $11.48 and then later a new set 
was presented to the church by Mrs. Andrew Flakoll of Forbes, 
North Dakota. 

After the church had been built and furnished the Aid 
devoted the results of their efforts to the parochial school 
which was held in the summer months and the rest of the money 
earned was sent to Home and Foreign Missions. 

For some unknown reason, in 1917 the Aid was discontinued 
but was again organized in 1920. 

The past fifty years have seen many changes. The follow¬ 
ing are some of the highlights of these years. 

1935 - The 50th Anniversary of the Church was celebrated 
on June 16 - 18, 1935- Following this the Ladies Aid held 
their annual bazaar. It was a great success, the proceeds 
being $47.66. This year the Aid voted to honor their retired 
members by giving each a Christmas gift. The members also 
voted to donate $20.00 to the parsonage fund in 1936 and to 
give $5.00 a month toward the minister's salary. 

1936 - In order to earn money the Aid decided to 
solicit subscriptions for the Curtis Publishing Co. The 
proceeds for this were $16.88. It was also decided to grant 
one Life Membership Certificate each year to the Charter 
Members. The first one was given to Mrs. Tom Jacobson. Quilts 
were made and given as gifts. 

1937 - A food sale was held in Ellendale, the proceeds 
were $9.00. A life membership was given to Mrs. E. E. Strand. 

In January, 1938 Mrs. A. A. Ofstedal, the oldest charter member, 
died at the age of 81 . 

1938 - Rev. Odland was called to fill the pulpit in 1938. 
This position had been vacant since Rev. Paulson left in the 
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spring of 1937. In October Mrs. Ordin Berheim became a 
member. The Aid served lunch at two auction sales this 
year. The first one was at Ed Olsons. It was a large sale 
and a large crowd attended. Proceeds came to $32.70. They 
also served the Ofstedal Estate sale. It- was a smaller sale 
and the proceeds were $6.34 profit. The members agreed to 
contribute $1.50 each to the Aid instead of giving a bazaar 
or supper as there was no suitable place to hold it. For 
the next year they all agreed to set a hen and the results 
of the hatch were to be sold and given to the Aid as a means 
of raising money. Two new members joined this year—Mrs. 
Oscar Anderson and Mrs. Howard Strand. 

1939 - 1940 - The community suffered the loss of two of 
its pioneer members this year--Mrs. Tom Berheim and Mrs. E. 

E. Strand. The chicken money for the previous year amounted 
to $39.79. Some decided to try it again. A picnic was 
held in Pomplun's grove, southwest of Frederick. 

1941 - The W.M.F. program and projects were followed. 

The annual picnic was held at Simmons Park in Frederick. 

Anna Fulton, one of the early members, passed away in July. 
Lunch was sold at two auctions--the Wm. DeMarce sale and at 
Jake Merkel’s sale. Rev. Moen, who was Pastor in 1925, 
visited the Aid. 

1942 - It was decided to build up a library of W.M.F. 
books this year. The annual Christmas food sale was held at 
Lynde's garage in Ellendale. Rev. Christenson, Paster in 
1928, visited this year. 

1943 - A special event this year was the resignation and 
retirement of Reverend Odland. A farewell picnic was held 
for him July 4th in Frederick. Lunch was served at two 
auction sales - Ed Schlossers and Hoi^ard Strands. 

1944 - A new Pastor, B. L. Schroeder, was installed. 
Four new members were added to the roll—Mrs. Clifford 
Durheim, Mrs. Sigurd Flakoll, Mrs. George Neil ard Mrs. 
Merrill Stangeland. 

1945 - The most important event of the year was the 
celebration of the 60th Anniversary of the founding of the 
church in June 1885. The ladies were busy cleaning and 
repairing the inside of the church. New shades and cloth 
for the altar ring were purchased. Instead of having a 
Christmas food sale each member paid $2.00. 

1946 - Several boxes of clothing were sent for foreign 
relief. Lunch was served at Alfred Berheim’s auction sale. 
The ladies purchased book racks for the church. 
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1947 ~ There were nc special food sales during this 
year. The W.M.F. work was carried out faithfully. Rev. 
Schroeder resigned. 

1948 - Rev. T. B. Thoresor. accepted a call to the church. 
Two food sales were held, one at the Elmer Anderson's auction 
sale and the other was the traditional Scandinavian food sale 
which was always popular. Mrs. Catherine Strand passed 

away in September. 

1949 - The ladies helped sponsor a 15 minute radio 
program over KABR. Several gifts of money were given to 
worthy causes. The Norwegian food sale netted a profit of 
$104.06. For this sale the ladies dressed chickens and 
brought eggs, butter and cream to sell as well as the 
traditional Norwegian goodies. 

1950 - The annual picnic was held at Pomplun's grove. 

Rev. Thoreson left because of poor health and Rev. Hjelmeseth 
was called to take his place. The ladies helped clean and 
redecorate the aprsonage in Frederick. 

1951 - In June Raymond Ofstedal and Sylvia Melland were 
married. A clothing drive was held for the Koreans. The 
annual food sale brought in $125.00. 

1952 - The ladies served a Pastor's Conference dinner 
for about 25 people. They also served lunch at the Oscar 
Strand sale where the proceeds were $99.01. One hundred 
dollars was contributed to the church wiring and lights. 

Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Flakoll celebrated their 50th Anniver¬ 
sary with Aid members assisting with the serving. Two 
weddings from families of the Aid were held this year, 

Nona Mellang and Edwin Brauer at Aurdal Church and Ann 
Strand and Walter Kusler in the Frederick Church. 

1953 - In October Rev. Hjelmeseth resigned and a fare¬ 
well party was held for them. Russell Kabrud and Ida Jerke 
were married this fall. Rev. Ruohomaki consented to serve 
the Aurdal and Frederick parishes as well as the Lutheran 
Church at Savo where he has been serving. 

1954 - The W.M.F. lessons that were printed in the 
W.M.F. Messenger were used this year. The men of the church 
installed a new oil furnace to replace the old coal stoves. 

The Aid members gave a donation of $400.00 toward the payment 
of the furnace. In June Alen Flakoll was married to Wilma 
Wolff of Forbes. There was sorrow in the community with 

the passing of one of the older church members, Andrew 
Flakoll, on October 31st. 

1955 - The big event of the year, for the Ladies Aid was 
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the 70th Anniversary Celebration of the church which was held 
on June 12th. They made plans for serving a noon meal and 
an afternoon lunch for every one who attended the meetings. 

The church was cleaned and a new runner for the center aisle 
was purchased. The altar rail was recovered and other- 
decorating repairs done. Outside, a building had been 
hauled up to serve as a temporary kitchen and the ladies 
served a hot noon meal to around one hundred people. Lunch 
was also served after the 2 P.M. meeting. The visiting 
pastors were Rev. L.T. Larson, Rev. B. L. Schroecer, Rev. 

T. B. Thoreson and Rev. J. A. Hjelmeseth. In October the 
Ladies Aid sold lunch at the Merrill Stangeland auction 
sale as they were moving to California. A contribution of 
$100.00 was given to the building fund. The men of the church 
had started a building project. They dug a basement in 
front of the church, in which they intended to have the 
furnace and planned to build an entry way over the basement. 

1956 - In October the Aid served lunch at David Strand's 
auction sale and the proceeds were $31.40. The annual 
Christmas food sale was held as usual with the proceeds being 
$93.05. 

1957 - In June the Raymond Ofstedals moved to Willmar, 

Minn, so the Aid served lunch at their auction sale. Work 

was begun on an entry room for the church but was not completely 
finished at the close of the year. The Aid purchased new 
shades for the windows of the church. 


1958 - The Aid decided to buy 25 new hymnals at the cost 
of $100.00. In February of this year Evelyn Kabrud was 
married to Oscar Fuller at the Aurdal Church and in December 
Kenneth Kabrud married Mary Jane Grandy of Frederick. In 
October Rev. Ruohomaki resigned and moved to Michigan. 

1959 - Rev. Lingen arrived in the parish to serve as 
our new Pastor. The annual Christmas food sale was cancelled 
for 1959 and in place of this each member was to give $5.00 
to the treasurer. This was something new to try cut. 

1960 - The 75th Anniversary of the Church was celebrated 
on June 12th; The noon meal was served to about 125 people. 
Former pastors who attended were Rev. T.B. Thoreson, Rev. 

T. E. Moen and REv. L. J. Odland. It was decided to hold a 
Christmas food sale again this year in December. 

1961 - After becoming part of ALC in I960, the Aurdal 
W.M.F. changed changed their name to American Lutheran Church 
Women. A joint picnic of the Parish Congregations--Savo, 
Frederick and Aurdal was held at the Frederick park with 
outdoor services. Ronald Strand was married to Phyllis Ec-ggs 
of Portsmouth, Ohio in December.

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1962 - The boys in the Service, Ronald and Leslie Strand 
and Russell Kabrud, were sent treats and bulletins and each 
month the women wrote letter to them. A Preaching, Teaching 
and Reaching Mission Rally was held at the church in October. 
Pastor Woodrow Wilson of Clark, S. D. was guest Mission speaker. 

1963 - Pastor Lingen accepted a call to Viborg, S. D. 
and moved in February. Aurdal Circle became a circle of 
Christ the King Church in Ellendale after the merger of the 
two congregations until the last few years when the Aurdal 
name was discontinued.
